“the naval bill with dramatic staging of “The 


Emergency" with spectacular scenic background 
of war clouds and lightning, and the storm ready 
to. break -at-.a.moment's notice. {The Emer- 


_ gency” was the reason he advanced for an im- 


mediate contribution of $35,000,000 to the ad- 
miralty. He attempted to evade thereby any 
‘declaration as to what the Government’s perma- 
nent naval policy would be, although at the same 
time the tenor of his whole speech indicated 
that-the—permanent._policy... would. be. along . the 
linés of continued contribution. 

This session “the-emergency” has been quietly 
dropped and now his talk is in a more pacific 


vein with reference to better international feel- ° 


ings, and an eloquent hope that Mr. Churchill’s 
proposed naval holiday ‘will eventuate. But at 
the same time Premier Borden declared in the 
Commons on. Monday last that “In due course 
the Government would again ask Parliament to 
grant the aid which we proposed last year under 
conditions of urgency and need.” By “in due 
course” the Premier meant the time in the 
future when there would-be a Conservative ma- 
jority in the Senate. 

There are two or three obvious conclusions. 
If “the emergency” has disappeared, as Mr. Bor- 
den practically admits, then his continued ad- 
herence to the policy of contrbutons means that 
that is to be the permanent policy of his Govern- 
ment in regard to naval matters. There is rio 
escape from that conclusion, unless it be that 
he will ask the people of Canada to believe that 
European hostilities can be conveniently post- 
poned so as members of the Canadian Senate and 
the appointment of Conservatives in their places 
until a Government majority is secured in the 
upper chamber. Then, of course, the emergency 
might be restaged, and contribution again evoked 
as a temporary policy. But meanwhile, with 
the emergency dropped, Mr. Borden has no 
excuse for not frankly announcing his perma- 
nent policy as being one of contribution. 


‘SENATE REFORM A SHAM 


Three. years ago Senate reform used to be 
a favorite topic of Conservative politicians. Mr. 
Borden promised it as one of the constructive 
planks of his Halifax platform. Mr. Lancaster- 
brought up annually a resolution in Parliament 
advocating either abolition of the Senate or a 
change in its constitution so as to make it more 
amenable to the popular will, But that was 
three years ago, when the Conservatives were not 
in office, and whén Conservative members of 
Parliament were not looking for personal prefer- 
ment by way of appointment to a seat in the 
upper chamber. Since the Gorden Government 
came into power, there has not been a word 
about any change in the constitution of the 
Senate. Even Mr. Lancaster, with his eye on a 
seat in the red chamber for the member for 
Lincoln, has been eloquently silent. There have 
been many fulminations against the Liberal ma- 
jority in the Senate, and_these have constituted 
the chief argument and excuse put forward by 
Mr. Borden and Hon, W. T. White and other 
Conservative speakers this session for the paucity 
of any real legislative achievements by the pres- 
ent Government. But not a word as to any 
permanent policy for “reform of the Senate” 
other than by the process of substituting “in 
due course,” as Mr. Borden said, Conservatives 
for Liberals, As Hon. W. T. White baldly 
put it in the Commons on Tuesday last, “We 
shall simply have to wait the. slow process of 
time and of mortality until the Senate of Canada 
is brought into accord with the popular will.”

This being so, would it not be to the interests 
both of the city and the institution if Calgary's 
municipal authorities concerned themselves «a 
trifle more about the success of such a beneficial 
concern, and the people in general came into 
closer contact with it and showed a more gen- 
erous tendency toward it? 

The News-Telegram, indeed, would go so far 
as to say that the University of Calgary should 
become almost municipal. in its character. That 
does not mean, of cogfse, that its stuuents and its 
labors should be confined to this city alone. But 
it does mean that the representatives of. the 
people of Calgary should practically. take» upon 
themselves the task of pushing its claims, aug- 
menting its revenues and givig both moral. and 
financial support in order to make it a success, 
Not only should Calgary. University be material- 
ly aided by our own tuftticipal. government, but 
it should rec¢ive genérous assistance from. both 
the Provincial and Domition ‘governments, and, 
‘Instead of a mistaken y withholding from 
it degree-conferring ‘the institution should 
be ecouraged to go for Ward: in that work of 
higher education for ‘whith there is so much 
scope. Alberta’ is big-endtigh for three or four 
universities, and the history of the future will 
show that one institution in the north and an- 
other in the south will scarcely e sufficient to 
meet the demands upon them. 

There should eb a broad university policy in 
this city and province; and the civic authorities 
of Calgary can do much to bring it about by not 
only giving strong civic “support to the institution, 
but by also insisting that similar treatment is 
forthcoming from both _governments.—Calgary

Article No. 4—Care of Baby's Bottle 


FERS are the simplest and most 
compact instructions on the care of 
baby’s bottle prepared..by a specialist 
as told by Anna Steese Richardson in 
the Woman's Home Companion. Every 
mother of a bottle fed baby should 
tack them up where she can see them 
daily: 
Care of Bottles and Nipples. 

Bottle should be round, not flat, so 
as to be eadily cleancd, having no sharp 
corners on the inside in which milk 
collects, 

Have as many bottles"fs there are to 
be feedings in twenty-four hours. 

Immediately after a feeding is taken 
scrub the bottle with a bottle brush 
and some soap. Rinse out the soap and 
put a heaping teaspoonful of borax into 
the bottle, fill half full of water and 
sbake until the borax is dissolved; 


then fill the bottle brimming ful! of wa- 
ter, allow it to stand until the food ts 
mixed the next morning, when the bo- 
Tax water is poured out, the bottle 
rinsed and turned upside down to draim 
while the food ts being made. 

Nipples should be simple so they can 
be thoroughly cleaned. 

Clean the nipple after each feeding 
by putting one-half teaspoonful dry 
borax into the nipple and rubbing it 
‘between the hands while holding it un- 
der the faucet. 

Keep the nipple tn a solution of borax 
(two teaspoonfuls to a cup of water) 
freshly prepared twice a day. 

Look through each nipple before you 
buy !t. You should barely be able to 
see light through the hole !n the nipple.

ACCORDING to the Edison Monthly 

any woman may now let the elec- 
tricity In her house make dish wiping 
as out of date as candle dipping. This 
new machine can be made at home by 
any clever woman and consists of equal 
parts of an electric fan, a wire basket 
and a kettle of hot water. 

The technique of application is as 
follows: Having duly washed the 
dishes in any fasbion or style now pre- 
vailing, place them on end tn an ordl- 
nary wire basket.
